SPE pointed out that figure 1 and the description of the invention are in error because element 2 is a second harmonic 
generator which cannot produce fundamental wave. Instead element 2 can only produce harmonic wave. Yamamoto 
et al show in figures 1 and 4 the same feature as figure 1 of the invention. The SPE pointed out that figures 4 and 6 of 
the invention show the elements 17 and 72 acting like beam splitters respectively for producing fundamental wave and 
the grating is used to produce the harmonic wave.
